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GIVES OVER 200,000 FOR M’KINLEY 
3 AND SOUND MONMY. 


City and State Both Break HKecords tn 
the Sise of Their Republican Piu- 
ralities—McKinley Carries Every 


County in the State but One—Assem- | 


bly Again Hepublican by About ed 
Majority—Platt Will Succedd Hilt 
im the United States Senate. ‘ 


New York, Nov. 3.—{Special.}—Honest 
money, no repudiation, no free riot, su- 
premacy of law. These issues have carried 
the Empire State of the Union, with its 
6,500,000 inhabitants, for McKinley by the 
largest majority it ever has given for any 
candidate. His plurality in the State is 
266,621. 

In New York City alone, which never be- 
fore had been carried for a Republican can- 
didate for President, McKinley's plurality 
is 23,701. In Brooklyn it is 29,965. ; 

The workingmen, whom the false prophets 
of labor declared to be unanimous for the 
repudiation and overriding of courts boldly 
set forth in the Chicago platform, were 
faithful to honor and order. The farmers 
have ignored the seductions of free silver. 
The cities have given extraordinary majori- 
ties for McKinley. Palmer and Buckner, 
the sound money Democratic leaders, polled | 
but few votes. 

Black; for Governor, ran about 50,000 
behind McKinley, but has a larger majority 
than Morton received in his sweep of the 
State. His plurality is about 200,000. 

Griffin ran ahead of Palmer on the Na- 
tional Democratic ticket, getting’ 25,000 
votes to Palmer’s 15,000. : 

The Assembly again is overwhelmingly 
Republican, the majority beng about nine- 
ty.

Breaks the Hiecora. 

Never before in the history of the munici- 
pality has a Republican candidate for the 
Presidency had a plurality of the votes 
here. Lincoln, Grant, Hayes, Gartield, 
Blaine, and Harrison were all snowed un- 
der by New York's voters, some by tremen- 
dous pluralities. No uncertain seal, there- 
fore, is it the city has eet upon its disapprev- 
al of the Chicago candidate. 

It was not in any one part of the city, not 
in any district, McKinley made his gains 
over all previous candidates. Everywhere, 
from the Harlem River to the Battery, it 
was the same story of unexampled Repub- 
lican gains. From the outset of the counting 
of the ballots McKinley had a lead, and the 
result in the city was unmistakable. 

When the first 500 of the 1,392 election dis- 
tricts had sent their results to headquarters 
the Republican candidate’ had more than 
§,000 votes the advantage over the Nebras-. 
kan. This lead was increased to 10,000 when 
750 districts had been heard from. and the 
advance thereafter was constant. With 900 
districts in McKinley had a total of 95,606, 
with only 82,715 for Bryan. 

It was a steady and uninterruptei march, 
and long before half the ballots were count- 
ed the Tammany leaders conceded the city 
lost. to. the free silver candidate, and sec it 
went, the last returns coming in more slow- 
ly, untilat midnight, with two precincts miss-

Tammany Knuifed Bryan. 


It seemed too bad not to have at least 
20,000, but it looked impossible for these 
two precincts to fill the blank. At 10 0’clock, 
however, some large errors in the returns 
were discovered. The vote for McKinléy 
in one Assembly district, the Twenty-fifth, - 
returned as 4,552, was found to be 7,552. 

The corrected vote of the entire city at 
that hour was: McKinley, 155,647; Bryan. 
131,046; Palmer, 5,016; McKinley's plurality, 
24,701: total vote, 202,609. 

Tammany seems to have sacrificed Bryan 
as far as possible to save its own candi- 
dates for Congress and the State Assembly. 
Tammany’s chief pets were all returned to 
Congress in spite of the sound money and 
McKinley landslide. Meager returns indi- 
cate a strong Tammany delegation to the 
Assembly from this city. 

At 10 o'clock complete returns were up 
from. only four Assembly: districts as fol- 
lows: 

Twenty-fifth, P. H. Murphy (Rep.), 5,881; 
Andrew Govan (Dem.), 2,182. 

Twenty-sixth, Frank A. Lovak (Rep.), 
3,001: P. J. Andrews (Dem.), 3,150. 

Twenty-eighth, John F. Sherman (Rep.), 
ert Joseph I. Green (Dem. and Peo.), 
4,244. 

Thirtieth, J. W. Brickner (Rep.), 3,068, 
George W. Meyer (Dem.), 3,559. 

These figures indicate the Tammanyites 
knew Bryan was a hopeless load to carry 
and got from under him as much as they 
could. 

In the State at large, where the baleful in- 
fluence of Tammany does not extend, there 
was nothing to mar the unanimity of Re- 
publican victory, a victory the grandest.and 
most sweeping the party ever won. The 
farmers from their fields, the laborers from 
their daily toil, marched together to file 
their emphatic protest against the sophis- 
tries of the Popocratic candidates. 

Bryan Gets One County. 


In the:deep, dark gloom with which the 
Empire State enveloped Willlam Jennings 
Bryan today there is just one pftiful little 
ray of Nght. He may be able to take some 
comfort to himself from the fact he carried 
Schoharie County. He got a plurality of 500 
votes there, and it is the only county in the 
State he did carry. How it escaped from the 
McKinley column is not known at this writ- 
ing, but one reason suggested is Mr. Bryan 
did not speak there, 

Erie County is the banner county of the 
State, with 20,559 for McKinley, Kings Coun- 
ty close behind. President Cleveland can 
be as proud of his old Town of Buffalo as 
he is of his native State, New Jersey, for its 
work in this election. 

At the up-town points where stereopticon 
bulletins were displayed by the New York 
papers enormous crowds gathered early in 
the evening, and remained until the morning 
hour. Madison Square along the Broadway 
side was so ¢rowded that even cable car 
traffic was hardly possible. It wasa joyous, 
triumphant gathering, which was delighted 
at the sweeping result of the vote, and didn’t 
eare who knew it. In front of the screen 
spread at the offices of the silver organ on 
Madison Square a crowd of Bryan sympa- 
thizers congregated, but their cheers were 
few and far between, and lost in the great 
horn blowings and cheers of the sound money 
majority. It was a matter of much com- 
ment here that when the portrait of John 
P. Altgeld was projected upon the screen a 
deathliike silenced fell on the crowd, and not 
even one cheer came from the silver support- 
ers. The Hoffman House was unusually 
quiet for an occasion of the sort, but the 
enthusiasm in the lobby of its neighbor, the 
Fifth Avenue, was overflowing. The bal- 
cony of this hotel was filled with a crowd of 
guests during the hours of the display, and 
almost every window was lighted and oc- 
cupied, 

Told by Sky Signatis. 


Those who remained further up-town or 
in remote parts of the city learned the re- 
sults of the vote by the sky signals such as 
rockets, flashlights, and fire balloons, which 
were displayed by several of the papers from 
elevated points in the city. Everywhere 
that crowds gathered there was a patriotic 
demonstration. So complete indeed was the 
sweep of the sound money forces that this 
was very noticeable, the tension of a more 
close contest being altogether lacking. 

Tammany Hall looked like a modernized 
mortuary chapel. There was a big-crowd 
and a band inside and the services were 
wonderfully funereal. Leader John C. Shee- 
han. claimed the city by 80,000 before the 
close of the polls. This figure was put up a 
notch or two when the early returns showe 
big Bryan gains, but the end was not yet. 
With Mr. Sheehan the chief mourners were 
Senator Grady, ‘Tom ” Brennan, Joe Stin- 
er, and a few of the “ distant relatives.” 
Cockran wasn’t there, of course; neither 
was Grant, nor Gilroy, nor Whitney, Croker, 
and Flower. Outside the little fellows, who, 
before the kangaroo ballot days used to rate 
in squads, were grou about, but they 
didn’t make as much noise as a district 
school.

The Re- 
publicans claim 30,000 and the Democratc 
concede 28,000. It looks like 43,000.

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Chairman Goudy gave out his first stete- 
ment tonight at 11 o'clock.

Telegrams poured in on Mr. Hanna from 
various sections, all bearing the most favor- 
able tidings. The moment had passed for 
Hanna to appear otherwise than at the bot- 
tom level of facts. He had done his work, 
and, as is agreed by every politician of all 
parties who has seriously expressed his 
views to this correspondent during the last 
days of the campaign, he has done his work 
with preéminent success. 

“The business-man in politics has dis- 
played a keenness in manipulation and a 
tact and judgment almost superhuman.” 
This was what Col. John Hay said in de- 
scribing the conduct of the man to whom 
McKinley will owe so much. I had a brief 
conversation with Mr. Hanna during which 
I asked him what had been his genera! plan 
of campaign. 


Hanna Talks of His Plans. 


“IT have kept them moving,” said Mr. 
Hanna, ‘‘ kept them moving all the while. 
I have not given them a moment’s rest. *The 
plan of the Bryan committee was to center 
on Michigan, Minnesota, and Indiana. Phey 
intended to direct their-energies in those 
States in such an overwhelming manner as 
to secure them. According to Bryan’s’ po- 
litical advisers Michigan, Indiana, and Min- 
nesota were to be made pivotal States. I 
met this attack by striking at outlying 
States. I have carrie] on a war in Missouri 
that diverted their attention. [f{ invaded 
North Carolina, and I have compelied them 
to place a quantity of money in Virginia. I 
have scared them in Nebraska and Tennes- 
see, and even in Georgia. I did not think 
this last movement of mine would succeed, 
but«. while, of course, I had no expectation 
ot. carrying the State, there has been a cer- 
tain amount of quaking over in the Audi- 
torilum Annex at Chicago. They have had 
to throw money into Kentucky. This has 
been my campaign in a nutshell. While 
fully caring for Michigan, Indiana, and 
Minnesota, I have kept the ball moving in

I 
have felt that there is a great principle at 
stake, and that the country’s prosperity 
hinged on the result of today’s ballot, I 
have worked harder and more zezlously, I 
think, than I ever did in my own private 
business, and I have certainly worked be- 
lieving that my own private affairs were 
but as a drop in the bucket compared to the 
great results I hope to attain in the election 
—law, order, business stability, prosperity. 
I certainly ought to be happy if. these are 
attained.”’ 

Mr. Hanna returned to Cleveland in the 
afternoon. At the parting with Maj. Mc- 
Kinley he displayed some emotion and Maj. 
McKinley was visibly affected. That there 
is a strong tie of friendship binding these 
two men together there is no question. 


Lawn Thronged with People. 


During the afternoon the seared and black- 
ened lawn was thronged with people. 
Groups collected in the street in front. The 
piazza was fringed with visiting newspaper 
men, and women and children clustered on 
the sidewalk. Preparations were busily con- 
ducted for the night’s work. Wires were 
strung into the McKinley house, and. the 
click of telegraph instruments resounded 
in the hallway. Across the street, to the 
left of the house, is a mansion, that at night 
was given over to the purpose of informing 
the country at large of all the details of the 
proceedings in Canton. The Western Union 
Telegraph company and the Postal company 
have the parlors and chamber, and many 
wires are located there. Maj. McKinley’s 
library and halls are turned over to the 
various correspondents. Private wires in the 
upper part have conveyed the innumerable 
bulletins the candidate has received. 

Soon after 6 o’clock the Major dined. The 
dinner was a family affair. Maj. McKinley 
was in high spirits. After the arrival of 
Mr. Hanna he cast aside the grave expres- 
sion his face wore generally during the 
morning. At 5 o’clock he expressed the be- 
lief that the election had gone his way. 

There was @ lull in the interest at Maj. Mc- 
Kinley’s house between 6 and 8 o’clock to- 
night. Innumerable bulletins and personal 
dispatches made their appearance, but they 
were not of any important nature, and but 
few facts bearing on the day’s bglloting 
were tncluded. Maj. McKinley dined quiet- 
ly. A number of friends of the family came, 
and the ladies occupied the dining-room, 
which is located in the rear of the library. 
There was the venerable mother of the 
great Republican leader, a hale, vigorous 
woman, with a freshness on her cheek borne 
of a regular and simple mode of life. 

Mrs. McKinley wears her heart on, her 
sleeve. It overflows with tenderness toward 
her son, and as she gazes on him her dark 
brown eyes appear wistful in their tender- 
ness. Mrs. McKinley has during tne last 
few months been entirely confident of her 
son’s triumph before the people. A favorite 
expression is: “ William was always a good 
boy: he always loved his mother, and he 
has said his prayers at night.” | 


Mrs. McKinley and Her Friends. 


Mrs. McKinley sat erectly in her chair and 
listened to the conversation of the wome:

No. 2—* Canton is ablaze with fireworks 
and enthusiasm. Since ¥ o'clock no doubt 
has been felt of McKinley’s success.” 

No. 3—‘* Mrs. McKinley, the mother of the 
future President, sits smiling over her son's 
triumph.”’ 

No. 4—‘‘ Mrs. McKinley, wife of’ the next 
President; retired to her chamber, satisfied 
her husband was elected.”’ 

No. 5—*‘.Maj. McKinley, in his calm, quiet 
manner, just informed me Mark Hanna’s 
campaign had been a wonderful one. His 
figures, as presented some time ago, are 
seemingly verified.” r . 

No. 6—“‘ When news from Kentucky was 
read to Maj. McKinley he exclaimed: “‘ I! 
have had great confidence in the Kentuck- 
jans.’ ’’ 

No. T—** Mark Hanna wires McKinley from.

McKinley found his 
way to the front hall and was surrounded hy 
the party. All talked at once, and each one 
endeavored to impress particularly his 
mind tHat she had ‘‘ always believed it from

Maj. McKinley held both hands up in mute 
protest, smiled upon each one, and en- 
deavored to say a word, but this was out of 
the question. The women did an immense 
amount of talking, and finally they depart- 
ed, apparently satisfied that they knew 
exactly how their friend felt, although he 
scarcely spoke a word. Smilingly he re- 
turned to the library. The scene suggested 
one that occurred on the oacasion of the | 
nomination. ° 

Henry C. Payne, the ever ready at the 
moment, poured in a great dispatch: ‘‘ You 
have carried Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, and Ohio—Kentucky by over 15,- 
000. My congratulations.”’ 


Too Many Messages to Be Read. 


Maj. McKinley ,soon afterward informed 
me that such a multitude of personal mes- 
sages were arriving that he could not read 
them all. 

“They assume my election,’”’ he said, 
‘and are all very kind in their expressions. 
I will give out all of public interest tomor- 
row.”’ 

I asked Maj. McKinley if he had observed 
during the latter days of the canvass that 
many of his friends were very anxious. He 
said: ‘**‘ Yes, last week I heard a good deal 
of this. Not from those who were well in- 
formed as to the situation, but from sincere, 
ardent men who felt that much was at 
stake.”’ 

Mark Hanna’s apparent indisposition to 
send bulletins caused a friendly message to 
be sent to him. He replied as follows: 

s’ Cleveland, O., Nov. 8, 1896.—Feeling beg- 
gars description. The boys at the Union 
club send love and hearty congratulations. 
I will not attemPt bulletins. You are elected 
to the highest office in the land. 

** MARK HANNA.” 

A feature of the night is that the McKinley 
residence is .not surrounded by a crowd. 
There are small groups of men and women 
standing on the sidewalks. A few arein the 
yard. All gaze quietly and attentively at 
the house, but from the city square, a quar- 
ter of a mile ee # comes the sound of a roar 
like that of distant thunder. The sky blazes 
with fire, and the red hue tinges housetops 
and is reflected: from the tall spire of the 
court-house. There is heard the rattle of 
powder crackers and the boom of bombs. 
Canton is all out doors in the business por- 
tions of the town, but as yet there is no ap- 
parent movement up North Market street 
towards the home of its honored citizen. 

The stage of keen interest mingled with 
expectations has now been passed. Maj. 
McKinley’s friends are no longer listening 
to the reading of returns, unless some point 
of unusual moment is made by them. 

The National committee has wired formal- 
ly from Chicago, through Henry C. Payne, 
that five Southern States and all the Central 
West have returned triumphant pluralities 
for the man of the hour. Maj. McKinley re- 
ceived this intelligence quietly. His dark 
eye flashed as the words sounded in his ears. 
I could see a flush arise on his cheeks. He 
smiled and silently shook the hands that 
were offered him. a 

No Theatrical Exhibition. 


I asked Maj. McKinley if this was not 
the most auspicious moment of his life. He 
smiled, but said nothing, andi returned to 
the room where the women of the family 
were assembled. It has been the fixed inten- 
tion of Maj. McKinley not to indulge fn any 
theatrical exhibition on the occasion when 
the intelligence was unmistakable that his 
election had occurred. He expressed the 
opinion that he did not wish any formal dem- 
onstration,. as he refused an escort to the 
place of voting this morning. So tonight he 
has objected to anything that would appear 
to indicate a personal triumph on his part. 
He made a number of remarks just before 
11 o'clock, such as: 

“The people are all right. They know 
what is best for the country, and I have al- 
ways had confidence in the sober, common- | 
sense of the voters.”’ 

What occurred in the private room be- 
tween Maj. McKinley, his wife, and his 
mother is known only to themselves. I am 
told that old Mrre. McKinley rose from her 
chair, placed her hand on Pis teft shoulder, 
and as she held he. right hand in the air 
she exclaimed: “‘ My son! O, my fon!”’

THE NATION DECLARES ‘¥OR HONESTY. 
Yesterday's vote was a McKinley, honest 


‘honey, and good government landslide. 


The Republican candidate has 264 sure 
and probably 307 Bleetoral votes to 140 
for Bryan. He has a majority of a million 
on the popular vote. 

Thus ends a contest the issues involved 
in which probably were of more importance, 


and their momentous nature more clearly - 


appreciated, than any which have confront- 
ed the American people since the Declara- 
tion of Independence was signed. 

The colonists realized clearly what that 
declaration meant. They knew it signified 
war with the second strongest nation in 
Europe—a power that could destroy their 
commerce and capture their seaports. They 
were not certain of getting any foreign aid, 
and felt they might have to rely exclusively 
on themselves to win their independence 
and become one of the nations of the earth. 

The day which ranks next in importance 
to July 4, 1776; as far as the gravity of the 
issues involved was concerned, was the day 
when the Presidential election of 1860 was 
held. 

But nobody imagined that the success of 
Lincoln would be followed by four years of 
bloody civil war. The men who cast their 
votes for him thought they were voting 
simply against the extension of slavery into 
the Western Territories and possibly into 
the free States. 

This year the people voted intelligently. 
Those who voted ‘wrong did so deliberately, 
for thé campaign of education of the last 
eight weeks has left no man in ignorance of 


| the serious nature of the issues involved in 


the great struggle in which fourteen million 
voters have participated, 

Those issues involved the honor, credit, 
and perpetuity of the Nation. They in- 
volved the repudiation in cold blood of pri- 
vate and public debts. It was proposed de- 
liberately by one party to defraud the hold- 
erg. of the bonds of the government of half 
their value, though they had paid full value 
for them, and to deprive every creditor of 
half what was owing to him by private 
debtors. 

That party insisted on the passage of a 
law to.make all Americans dishonest, to 
break up all the contracts they had made, 
and to prevent their making others in the 
future unless they were made payable in de- 
based money. The right of free contract 
was to be taken away from free Americans, 

The issues involyed were not exclusively 
financial or moral. The very stability of the 
government was drawn into question. The 
civil war was fought to destroy the doctrine 
of the supremacy of a State, That doctrine 


‘raised its head again in 1896, and it was 


announced once more that national laws 
eannot be enforced without the assent of 
State authorities. 

Social as well as governmental issues 
‘were involved. -An effort was made to 
array the farmers against the townspeople, 
and to split the latter into two hostile fac- 
tions of emplorés and employers, so that 
industrial peace might depart forever. 

Understandiasg fully these issues, and how 
utterly their own fortunes and those of 
their postcrity depended on dealing with 
them rightly, once and forever, the Amer- 
ican people; at the close of a campaign of 
wnexampleéed excitement and intensity, have 
buried Bryan under an avalanche of Elect- 
oral and popular votes. The crimes and 
follies he championed wil! not lift their 
heads again. i 

The East and the West have clasped 
hands to sustain the menaced honor of the 
republic, and the South, partially breaking 
loose from her old political moorings, has 
made common cause with them. 

The American people have preserved 
their honesty and their self-respect. They 
have defeated Bryan overwhelmingly, and 


have shown the world that they are not a 


nation of cheats and Anarchists. 

They have voted that they will not swin- 
dle foreigners and will not swindle one 
another. They have repudiated the repu- 
diators, and put the ineffaceable brand of 
their condemnation on the brows of Bryan 
and his accomplices. 

The people have stood. by the command- 
ment “ Tou shalt not steal,” which a des- 
perate coalition of cranks and crooks has 
been endeavoring to repeal. 

It has been settled that the savings bank 
depositors are not to be robbed of their 
earnings, and that the laboring man is not 
to be cheated out of half the reward of his 
labor. 

It has been determined that the arrange- 
ments men have made for the support of 
their families by means of life insurance 
policies shall not be interfered with and 
those families deprived of half the provision 
made for them. 

The sanctity of contracts has been up- 
held, and the infamous attempt to put in 


effect a policy which would violate millions. 


of them and destroy billions of credits has 
been trampled under foot. 

The men who would have Mexicanized 
the money of this country, and given the 
people, instead of a stable dollar, a depre- 
ciated and fluctuating dollar, whose value 
would have been fixed in a foreign market, 
have met their Waterloo. 

That wretched currency which would 
have cursed the country had Bryan been 
elected would have been succeeded by an 
avalanche of. inconvertible scrip. That is 
another affliction the people have escaped. 

The gold standard is to be retained and 
the seventy million people of the United 
States willkeep monetary company with the 
civilized nations of the earth, and will not 
herd with Asiaties and Greasers. 

The fears of a change having been dis- 
pelled by yesterday’s triumphant rote, pros- 
perity will return to bless the country. 
Capital, no longer timid, will emerge from 
its hiding places, and give employment to 
the eager hand of labor, “ The whirling 
spindles and the turning wheels” which 
have been motionless so long will vcase to be 
still. 

The people of the United States have 
voted that the partial paralysis of business 
of the last few months shall not be succeed- 
ed by a panic, but by an outburst of indus- 
trial activity, The voters have tonched the 
button, and capital and labor will do the 
rest. 

Had Bryan been elected today would 
have been the first day of the worst and 
longest panic this country has ever known. 

The Supreme Court has been sustained. 
The people have voted that it is not to be 
packed, so as to be the pliant instrument of 
conspirators against the peace and houor of 
the Nation. 

The doctrine, established on the field of 
battle, that the General Government can 
enforce its own laws within a State has 
been reaffirmed at the ballot box, and will 
need no further affirmation. 

A decisive verdict has been returned

The attempt to inflame the passions of 
men, to incite employés to war against em- 
ployers, to create the belief that the inter- 
ests of rich and poor are not the same, and 
to foster the spirit of class hatred, has been 
thwarted. The seeds of socialism and 
anarchy, sown so industriously during this 
campaign, have not been allowed to ger- 
minate, 

The yote of Nov. 8 has swept from the 
sky the black clouds that have shrouded it 
so long. True to themselves on this as on 
all previous occasions, the American people 
have spurned the counsels of the dema- 
gogue and the swindler and have yoted to 
keep their proud name untarnished. 

The sun, as it rises this morning, shines 
upon a land from which all apprehensions 
of disaster and disorder have been banished. 
The good old days when there was work for 
all, and when that work was paid for in 
good money, are to return. Exit Bryan. 
Enter prosperity. 


THE VICTORY IN COOK COUNTY. 
Before the campaign was many weeks 
old Illinois was recognized as the pivot 
among the States upon which the election 
would turn, and Chicago was recognized 
as the pivot upon which the election in 
Illinois would turn.

Gov. John Pardon Altgeld has been de- 
feated by a far larger majority than that 
by which he was elected four years ago, 
when he was carried into the Governor's 
office on the popularity of Cleveland and 
sbund money. He then had 84,000 ma- 
jority over Fifer in Chicago. Now Chi-- 
cago repudiates him by 45,000, and the 
State outside of Chicago piles on twice as 
many more. 

His official behavior and sentiments hive 
caused all decent and respectable men in 
Chicago and lilinoia to hang their heads in 

silent. shame when he has been denounced 
by respectable citizens of other States. But 
he had to be endured to the end of his term, 
There was no help for it. 

The people of the State of Lincoln and 
Grant had to put up with his cynical mis- 
conduct, his criminal sympathies, his 
anarchistic tendencies, his fostering of evil, 
his industrious, sedulous efforts to breed 
social discord in the State, and his patron- 
age and protection of Debsism, free riot, 
and State sovereignty. He stood for all the 
essential doctrines of Jeff Davis and Herr 
Most, 

He is the author of the worst declarations 
of the: Bryan-Chicago platform—the-war 
on the Supreme Court, protection of free 
riot against the rights of the United States 
Government in violation ef its Constitu- 
tion, and he was at the bottom of the 16 to 1 
ratio for free silver coinage without any in- 
ternationalassistance.

Maryland, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mis- 
souri, and West Virginia had tov much in- 
telligence to be deceived by the sophistries 
and seditious appeals of Bryan and his 
allies. They had too much at stake to per- 
mit them to vote for policies which would 
have been the ruin of their material inter- 
ests. 

The voters of these States emancipnted 
themselves from the partisan fetters which 
have shackled them for years.

Merchants’ and Travelers’ Association, num- 
bering its members far, up in the tens of 
thousands of jobbers and retailers, is evi- 
dently destined to play a most important 
role in the sound economic education of a 


‘large trade territory. “The success of the as- 


sociation in secaring practically a one-fare 
rate for the round trip for all Western 
merchants coming to Chicago next week isa 
fact of far-reaching significance. 

The thousands seen at the first meeting of 
the association a month or more ago will 
undoubtedly be doubled or tripled in this 
second meeting, Nov. 9-14. It is planned to 
hold these meetings at the times when the 
retailers naturally desire to come to this 
market. But to this ordinary trade in- 
centive is added not.only that of lower rail- 
road fares but the promise of important 
educational features in the meetings them- 
selves. These gatherings of the trade clans 
have taken on tiie form of a series of busi- 
ness congresses, where important topics are 
discussed by practical or professional men. 
Speakers of national reputation and au- 
thority on economic and labor questions are 
to address the assembled merchants. In 
this way the association is bound to have an 
important influence in the solution of vital 
political and economic questions. 

The unanimity of this body in favor of 
sound money has from the first been note- 
worthy and significant. If such an asso- 
ciation had been in existen¢e*two or three 
years ago the Hast-would never have had 
a chance to grow alarmed over the way the 
West was going to vote on the question of 
honest money. 

The better the rates the railroads give to 
members of this body the farther beyond the 
Missouri will the educational influence of 
Chicago theught be extended, Every re- 
tailer drawn to this fountain-head of sup- 
plies and of sound economic thinking must 
spread his knowledge more or less through 
his own community when he goes back. In 
the presence of stch movements a danger- 
ous sectionalism is impossible. The Chica- 
go association deserves every encourage- 
ment, and A. M. Compton; the man who 


originated the idea and who has inspired | 


the jobbing merchant princes of Chicago to 
carry through the enterprise, may have 
*‘ builded wiser than he knew.”

Capt: Tanner was placed under arrest,. 
He was tried twice. The first trial was not 
properly managed, and he was found guilty 
of manslaughter. The court set aside the 
verdict as not being in accordance with the 


evidence, ordered a new trial, and he was. 


acquitted, the jury finding that the act was 
committed in self-defense. This unfortunate 
incident in Capt. Tanner’s life was made 
the basis of the despicable cartoon circu- 
lated by Altgeld’s private secretary. It was 
a cowardly and revengeful act. 

Altgeld began his attacks upon Tanner 
by charging him with obstructing legisla- 
tion so that certain Altgeldian “ reforms” 
could not be carried out. Tanner defended 
himself by showing how far Altgeld’s ad- 
ministration had fallen behind; by demon- 
strating that it was wasteful and extrava- 
gant and made up of failures; that it had 
cost the taxpayers three millions more than 
his predecessor's; that the public moneys 
had been wasted; that he had promised the 
laboring classes he would remove peniten- 
flary sdinapetttiens with free labor, and did 
not do it.

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BISMARCK AND HIS RUSSIAN TREATY 

The excitement in Europe over the Bis- 
marck disclosures appears to be more 
journalistic than diplomatic. Harold F'red- 
eric declares that all the main facts as to 
a German-Russian treaty existing between 
the years 1884 and 1890 were published in 
1892 and were exhausted of political sig- 
nificance at that time. If this probable 
statement be true, all the fuss that is being 
made over the present publications has no 
deep national significance and will have no 
material effect on the stability of the triple 
alliance. The statesmen of Austria and 
Italy know that Emperor William has dealt 
with them honestly since Bismarck went 
out of office, and they seem to credit-this 
present outburst of the Bismarck organ as 
an attempt to rehash old stories for the 
purpose of bringing discredit on Bismarck’s 
successor for not continuing the same Rus- 
sian policy. 

There are necessarily many conflicting 
“explanations” extant, but Bismarck of- 
fers one of his own which is not at all in 
the nature of an apology. It appears in his 
organ, the Hamburger Nachrichten, in 
which, also, the original publication ap- 
peared, as an article in praise of the treaty 
and its purposes. It is even aggressive in 
part when it says: 

There is no necessity for secrecy so far as Ger- 
many and the dreihund are concerned, as the 
treaty Was made solely in compliance with Rus- 
sia’s wish, and. Germany has nothing to be 
ashamed of. On the contrary, all peace-loving 
Germans have just ground to look back with sat- 
isfaction,. It 1s totally, untrue that the treaty 
implied “disloyalty to the. dreibund. The. latter 
even allowed Austria to be neutral in the event 
of a French attack on Germany or an unpro- 
voked German attack “on Russia. The whole 
dreibund could be incorporated in it, if Russia 
was wiiling,.and conclude the same agreement 
without abandoning ite main purpose. This 
would, tranquilize all the.friends of peace, and if 
there is any inclination upon the part of Russia 
it would be expedient to renew the Russo-Ger- 
man treaty. 7 

Herein is contained the heart of Bis- 
marck’s position that the treaty was not an 
attempt to work behind the back of the other 
parties to the friple alliance, but was a desir- 
able diplomatic arrangement, which should 
have been continued after 1890, and would 
be of interest io all the members of the

It was simply a question 
which one should die, and Tanner defended 
himself and saved his own life by the only 
means possible under the circumstances. 
He was then a friendiess and poor boy, just 
back from the war, and his case was not 
properly presented upon his first trial, the 
result being a verdict against him for 
manslaughter. This verdict, however, was 
promptly set aside by the presiding Judge 
on the ground that it was contrary to the 
evidence, and he ordered a new trial upon his 
own motion. On the seeond trial Tanner 


- | Was acquitted as soon as the case reached 


the jury. 

A few months later Tanner was elected 
Sheriff of Chay County, being the first Re- 
publican ever chogen to office in that county. 
The Erskine case was the principal issue in 
the election, and the people of Clay County, 
who were familiar with all the facts, passei 
judgment upon the case and indorsed Mr. 
Tanner's course by reversing the usual po- 
litical majority in his favor. The case has 
since been passed upon a number of times 
by the people of that county and Senatorial 
district, and always with the same result. 

There is nothing in the affair in-any way

M. Hanotaux Tells - the Chamber ef 

Deputies That United Burope Will 
Show the Sultan He Must Give His 
Subjects Security and Peace—Pre- 
cise Exchange of Views Occurred 
During Csar’s Visit—Chamber For- 
mally Approves of Statement.

Paris, Nov. 3.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
M, Hanotaux, made an important state- 
ment regarding Armenia, in the course of 
which he said: , 

“The powers have done their duty and 
accord has been established between the 
powers, who recognized that isolated action 
must be averted, and that common action 
would not affect the integrity of Turkey. 
During the Czar’s visit a precise exchenge 
of views occurred on the pofnts before Par- 
Hament. United Europe will beable to show 
the Sultan he must give his subjects security 
and peace.” : 

M. Hanotaux also said that ‘‘ united Eu- 
rope will make the Sultan undersiand that 
not only the Armenians but the Catholi nd 
Mussulmans are suffering from the same 
evils and need the same amelioraiions, and 
will show. him that the source of those evils 
is a bad international administration. It 
will indicate the means to establish order 
everywhere, without which thé country can- 
not continue to exist. It will demand the 
execution of his promises and the entforce- 
ment and extension of the reforms already 
granted will put an end to violent repres- 
sions, will open the prisons, and will also 
bring home to him that the powers hold him 
nesponathis for the safety of Europeans.”’ 

. Jaures, the Radical Socialist Deputy 
for Carmaux, attacked the government for 
shirking its duty, and denounced the policy 
of England and Ruegssia. He then submitted 
&@ motion blaming the government, which 
was rejected by a vote of 451 naysto 34 yeas. 

Then the order of the day was adopted, 
which action was an approval of the govern- 
ment's statement. 

Afterwards the Chamber of Deputies voted 
1,000,000 francs for the relief of the sufferers 
by the floods. 


LI HUNG LOSES A YEAR’S SALARY. 


Is Punished for Entering the Precincts 
of the Ruined Summer Palace. 

Pekin, Nov. 8.—Although advised to de- 
prive Li Hung Chang of all his offices, the 
Emperor has: substituted for this punish- 
ment the loss of a year’s salary. Li Hung 
Chang was appointed Minister for (Foreign 
Affairs on Oct. 26 and at the same time an 
imperial edict was issued ordering that the 
Chinese statesman be punished for presum- 
ing to enter the precincts of the ruined sum- 


mer palace while visiting the dowager Em- 
press of China. °

CAME TO TOWN TO SEE A BICYCLE. 


Owned a Horse Ranch and His Business 
Was Ruined. 


Portland Telegram: ‘‘ There goes one er 
th’ goldarned things, George!”’ 

The speaker was a white-bearded man 
fully 70 years of age and, from his appear- 
ance, evidently a farmer. The person ad- 
dressed was a younger man, his high-heeled 
boots and red necktie also denoting the 
agriculturist. : 

It was at the Morrison street bridge—and 
just before 5 o’clock in the morning. The 
gray night mist had not yet lifted from the 
river, but these two men had risen from 
their beds—impelled by a curiosity to see a 
bicycle. 

‘Yes, sir,’’ answered the elder of the two; 
in response to a question, *‘ we're out yere 
on this bridge ter see a bicycle—a critter 
neither of us has ever seen afore. You see, 
we live in the mountains back of Clatskanie, 
an’ bicycles don’t come our way. 

“We come up river on th’.G. W. Shaver, 
an’ c8min’ up, George says ter me: ‘ Pop, 
did yer ever see a bicycle?’ an’ I had to ad- 
mit that I hadn’t, altho’ I understand th’ 
pesky things are plenty enough, judgin’ from 
th’ figures published in th’ papers regardin’ 
th’ output of th’ factories buildin’ them. But 
this is th’ first time I’ve bin ter town in 
nigh on thirteen years, an’ fer th’ life.of me 
I kain’t recollect seein’ one of th’-machines 
then. 

‘So I jest asked th’ purser where th’ best 
place to catch sight of a bicycle early in th’ 
mornin’ was in Portland, an’ he told me th’ 
bridge here ahead of th’ steamer. Well, I 
was that peskered to see one that I routed 
George out so soon as it was daylight, an’ 
we’ve been standin’ on this bridge ever since 
waitin’ fer a bicycle man ‘ter come along.” 
Then, turning to his companion, the old man 
said: 

‘*‘ Well, if I did rout yer out kinder eanly, 
ye’re the most interested, George.” 

“Yer bet I am!’’ George replied; and then 
the younger man went on to tell what the 
bicycle has done for the horse-raiser and 
farmer. He has a band of some 600 horses 
on the range, and ninety acresofoats. Five 
years ago these horses would average $25 
per head unbroken, and he received 60 cents 
per bushel for the oats not used in getting 
his horses in condition for market. Today 
the horses can hardly be given away, and 
his oats bring 31 cents. And this he ascribes 
to the bicycle. 

And so the two men sat, perched on the 
bridge railing, watching, as the morning 
grew on, the increased number of bicyclists 
crossing the bridge, and pouring out theit 
anathemas on that “ goldarned thing,”’ the 
silent steed.

The President Takes Care of Over. 


2,000 Employes, Principally in 
the Navy Department. . 
Washington, D. C.; Nov. 8,—About 2,100 
employés have been added to, the classified 
service by the issuance of an order by the 
President yesterday directing that the rules 
of the Navy Department regulating employ 
ment of labor at the navy yards shall not be 
changed without the approval of the Civil 
Service Commission The Ordnance Depart- 
ment at Large ia placed in the classified 
service under civil service rules. The ex- 
ecutive order also classified examiners in 
the Department of Justice and exempted 
from examination attorneys and assistant 
attorneys now in the department, whose 
main duties are connected with the manage- 
ment of cases in court,

Many Other Government Officials in 
the National Capitol Do Not Go 
to the Polls, 


Washington, D. @., Nov. 3.—An unusual 
proportion of government officials in the 
higher offices remained in Washington and 
did not vote. The list included President 
Cleveland and Private Secretary Thurber, 
who were at the White House most of the 
day; Secretaries Olney, Carlisle (who lost 
his vote by a technicality of the law), and 
Morton; Solicitor-General Humes Conrad of 
Virginia; Assistant Attorney-General Thom- 
as, Assistant Secretaries Rockhill, Dabney, 
and Sims, and a number of bureau chiefs. 
Some of these have lost their votes, however, 
by reason of long residence in Washington. 

Among those who did vote were Secretaries 
Francis Herbert, and Lamont, Postmaster- 
General Wilson, Attorney-General Harmon, 
Assistant Attorney-General Whitney of New 
York, Assistant Secretary Baldwin of the 
State Department, Assistant Secretaries

General Lionberger and Land Commissioner 
Lamoreaux of the Interior Department, and 
Assistant Postmaster-Generals Jones, Neil- 
son, Crag, and Maxwell.

TRIES TO IDENTIFY MURDERED MAN. 


Sheriff at Iron River, Wis., Desires In- 
formation Regarding Relatives 
of Adam Porter. 


Sheriff Pease yesterday received a letter 
from B. F. Runkle, a Deputy Sheriff at Iron 
River, -Wis., asking him for information 
about Adam Porter, who was found dead 
with a bullet hole in his head near Bibou, 
Wis. The dead man is thought to have two 
daughters in Chicago. 

Porter is supposed to have met death on 
July 26, but his body was not found until 
Oct. 9. It was discovered-in the middle of a 
swamp, 100 yeards from dry land, three miles 
south of Bibou, on the lands of the Pike 
Lake Resort company. A Coroner’s inquest 
was held and a verdict indicating a belief in 
foul play was returned. From the descrip- 
tion it was believed the dead man was Adam 
Porter, who was known to have been in that 
neighborhood sometime, but who had sud- 
denly disappeared. . 

The description given is that the man 
was 65 years of age, although his appear- 
ance would indicate him to be much younger. 
His height was 5 feet 6 or 7 inches, weight 
150 pounds; blue eyes, brown hair mixed 
with gray, Hght brown mustache, false 
teeth and eyeglasses. He was dressed ina 
black suit, Prince Albert coat, -and small 
felt hat. ; 

Sheriff Runkle Says he was known to have 
been a soldier in the Union army. He had 
property in Detroit and Kalamazoo, Mich.. 
and his wife is supposed to be a resident of 
one of those two towns. Two of his daugh- 
ters are thought to live in Chicago, one being 
an artist. The Sheriff would like to hear 
from some one who knows of the where- 
abouts of the relatives of the man who 
is thought to have been murdered. His ad- 
dress is Iron River, Bayfield County, Wis.

VICTIM OF CHINESE FEUD. 


HO WHY DECLARES THE HIGHBIND- 
ERS ARE AFTER HIM. 


Arrested on a Charge of Embezzlement 
but No One Appears Against Him— 
He Says the League Is ing to 
Prevent His Return to China, Fear- 
ing He Knows Too Much of Its 
Methods—Arrested Again at the 
Depot. 


Police officials believe that the Chinese 
highbinders’ feud, which has terrorized the 
Chinese quarter of San Francisco, has 
reached Chicago, and Inspector Fitzpatrick 
is taking action to suppress promptly any 
trouble which may arise among. the 1,800 
subjects of the EMperor of China who live 
in Chicago. 

Several days ago a Chinaman named Hong 
Gee Tong applied to Justice Underwood for 
@ Warrant for arrest of Ho Why, who had, 
so Tong said, embezzled money from the lat- 
ter two years ago. Without inquiring into the 
merits of the case Justice Underwood issued 
the warrant and yesterday morning: Why 
was arrested by Detectives Hanley and 
Spain. Why, when taken to the Central Sta- 
tion, declared he was a victim of the high- 
binders. 

According to Why’s story he left Chicago 
two years ago and went to Pittsburg, where 
he opened a laundry. He made money, and 
some days ago started to return to China 
to get married. The highbinders, he says, 
concluded. he knew too much of their meth- 
ods to go home and tell them, especially as 
the Emperor has announcéd his intention of 
beheading all relatives of highbinders in 
China. They sent Tong to Chicago, he says, 
to have him arrested and think he is now 
prevented from going home. 

“This: case will have to be investigated 
by the court,” said Inspector Fitzpatrick, 
‘but I think the Chinaman is telling the 
truth, and if I find there are any highbinders 
here they will have to get out of town.” 

Chief Badenoch took. especial interest in 
the case and asked Justice Underwood to 
hold court and try the case. This was done, 
and as no one appeared the prisoner was dis- 
charged. He went to Capt. Koch's office and 
with his five-companions awaited the de- 
parture of his train at 6 o’clock. 

Sam Moy had meanwhile gone to Justice 
Rhodes’ court and sworn out a warrant 
charging Ho Why with larceny as bailee. A 
constable appeared at the Harison Street 
Station with the warrant, but Capt. Koch 
would not allow him to serve it until he had 
communicated with Inspector Fitzpatrick. 
The latter had all the parties brought before 
him, and as the constable had a warrant he 
was forced to allow him to serve it. 

“The whole thing is an outrage,” said the 
Inspector, “‘and I will do all I can to get 
Ho Why out of the city. He is an intelligent 
man and I feel sorry for him. If I can get a 
case against Sam Moy I will make him and 
the rest of the Chinese crooks in Clark street 
suffer for this.”’ 

Capt. Koch spoke in a similar vein on the 
matter, and declared he would make things 


unpleasant for the Chinese who were perse-.

Consists Only of Married Men, Who

New York Herald: In no other city in 
the world is the club craze carried so far as 
Vienna. 

The Viennese have now established a Si- 
lent club. The title does not sound particu- 
larly convivial, but the proceedings when the 
club meets are decidedly so. 

The idea originated among half a dozen 
wags, married men, and most of them stock 
brokers.. The members now number fifty. 
The avowed raison d’étre of the club is that 
it affords one evening’s relief every week 
from the chatter of henpecking wives and 
from the very seund of human speech. 

The members assemble every Monday 
night. Theclub rooms are sumptuously ap- 
pointed and hung with comic pictures, of 
which the confusion and rout of the mother- 
in-law are the principal theme. On the wall 
behind the President’s‘chair, at the head of 
the, table, in the dining-room, is a full 
length, life-size picture of a woman muzzled. 
A neatly framed copy of the principal rules 
hangs in every room. These rules are as 
follows: 

**1. Only married men are eligible. 

“92. No talking or laughter is allowed un- 
der any circumstances within the precincts 
of the club. Any member infringing this 
rule will be promptly fined one bottle of 
champagne."’ 

The servants are, of course, amenable to 
the same rule of silence, except below stairs, 
and then they have to be careful that their 
voices are not heard, on pain of instant dis- 
missal.

The World: Archbishop Ireland in his 
patriotic letter to the public said: 
“Those of the civil war excepted, at no 
time did so great perils threaten the country

In 1860 there were 1,476 State and private 
banks and $442,102,477 of money in the coun- 
try. In 1806 there were 3,623 national banks, 
with $643,056,462 of capital and $3,336,999,431 
of resources, and upward of 6,000 other 
banking institutions, including trust com- 
panies, State and savings banks, etc., hav- 
ing a capital of $422,000,000, with resources 
amounting to $4,128,000,000. 

In 1860 there were 278 savings banks, with 
603,870 depositors, having $149,277,504 of de- 
posits, an average of $215.18 to each deposi- 
tor. In 1895 there were 1,017 savings banks, 
with 4,875,519 depositors and $1,810,597,023 of 
deposits—an average of $371.36 to each de- 
positer and $25.88 per capita for the whole 
United States. 

The number of depositors in national banks 
is 1,020,340, in savings banks 4,875,519, mak- 
ing 6,204,859, exclusive of depositors in other 
institutions, the number of which cannot be 
ascertained. The individual deposits in na- 
tional banks are $1,701,653,521, in savings 
banks $1,810,507,023. in other banking insti- 
tutions $1,374,648,7s7—an aggregate of $4,- 
886,809,331 due to the people of this country 
from our banking institutions. 

In every department of industry we find a 
growth in wealth, in population, and in busi- 
ness so enormous that the interests now in- 
volved are tenfold what they were in 1860. 
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The main issues of the election are the re- 


taining of the standard of value which has 
served us so well for the last fifty years, the 
paying of debts according to contracts made 
between debtor and creditor, the maintain- 
ing of the principles of a republican gov- 
ernment and the preservation of the national 
honor. 

In view of the facts here presented, which 
might be multiplied indefinitely, would it 
not be a gigantic crime as well as a stu- 
pendous blunder to place in power a party 
which proposes to change the standard of 
our money, ruin public, corporate, and pri- 
vate credit, bankrupt our industries, throw 
laborers out of employment, and undermine 
the very foundation on which all our busi- 
ness is based? 

The firing on Sumter was but a child’s 
popgun in comparison to the earthquake 
that would follow the election of Bryan.

OHIO WOMAN BECOMES WATCHMAKER. 


Miss Mina Tingler of Dresden Learns 
the Jewelers’ Trade and Starts in 
Business for Herself. 


Woman invaded a great majority of the 
fields over which man once reigned alone 
long ago. Now she has added onc more to 
the list, watchmaking, and the most shock- 
ing feature of all—to man—is that she 1% 
very clever at it, indeed. 

Of course, there have been women em- 
ployed in watch factories for years, That, 
however, is very different from looking after 
watches in the watch hospital, the jewelry 
store, and making them as good as new. 

There is a young woman in Dresden, O.., 
Miss Mina Tingler, who knows all about 
watches. What is more, she has just re- 
ceived a certificate of membership in the 
Philadelphia Horological Society. This is 
an honor of which no other woman can 
boast. She tejis her own story in these 
words: 

** Did you know a woman was likea watch, 
not your well-regulated timepiece, but one of 
those watches that has a character of its 
own, and unless handled aright quickly gets 
out of order, and keeps a dozen different 
times in as many hours? - 

“I got this odd idea when listening to a 
lady customer to my father complain of the 
vagaries of her watch, which, subsequent in- 
vestigation proved, were.very much like her 
own. Then I wondered if watches did have 
character, and the first thing I knew I was 
seated at my father’s work bench investigat- 
ing. I became so interested that I proposed 
to my father that I would like to become a 
doctor of watches, although I had never be- 
fore thought of such a thing. 

“ He, seeing that I was persistentin my ef- 
forts, at last gave me an old watch move- 
ment which had fallen in the water and had 
every wheel in it rusted. I was to clean the 
watch and take every particle of rust off of 
it. I suppose my father thought by the time 
I had finished that I would soon get over the 
idea of learning the jeweler’s trade. How- 
ever, I cleaned the watch up nicely, and from 
that beginning have gone on till now I have 
entire charge of the store, buy all the jew- 
elry, and select all my working materials, 
take an invoice of the stock every year, and 
keep my own books. 

**T clean watches, but I consider that a 
very easy task In comparison with other 
parts of watch repatring. 

**T like the work for thisreason. I always 
liked something that had life init... I think 


_the watch has it, for it will soon tell wheth- 


er one has mastered it or has been mas- 
tered by it. The work is scientific and has 
required a great deal of thought and study 
by man to get the watch up to the standard 
it is today, and one cannot know too much 
about the work. For that reason I joined 
the Horological Society of Philadelphia, in 
order to improve myself and get down deeper 
into the science of horology.”’

DEVICE TO MEASURE IMAGINATION. 


Yale Man Discovers a Method for Cal- 
culating the Intensity of 
Hallucinations.

The latest discovery in the scientific world 
is a measure for the imagination. This in- 
teresting and important discovery, which 
when applied to current life will go far to- 
ward explaining much that average people 
consider: mysterious, was made by Mr. E. 
W. Scripture of Yale. Mr. Scripture is a 
man of scientific tesearch, and his recent 
discovery—we can scarcely call it an inven- 
tion—is the result of many years of study 
and scientiffe experiment, When inter- 
viewed on the subject Mr. Scripture said: 

** Somewhat over a year ago I announced 
the discovery of a method for measuring the 
intensity of hallucinations. A research on 
this subject has reached a successfyl com- 
pletion. and will soon be made public. In 
the course of these investigations it occurred 
to me that it might be possible to measure 
the intensity of imagination also. ‘The ex- 
periment was a complete success. The 
method is not difficult, and is readily intelli- 
gible to any one of average.understanding. 

**In order to explain the method it will be 
sufficient to describe the first simple ex- 
periment made. The apparatus, as you see, 
is quite simple, and can be constructed by 
almost any one with comparatively little 
trouble. 

“A screen serves as a frame for a 
piece of thin tissue paper. The tissue 
paper is liluminated by deylight in front 


and by a gas flame at the back. When the 


gas flame is turned down, the eye looking 
through a tube sees a plain white circle 
illuminated by daylight. 

‘* The first experiment made was on a stu- 
dent accustomed to using the telescope. 
He was told to imagine hair lines on the 
white surface, like the hair lines seen in the 
telescope. This was successfully done. He 
was asked to describe them and compare 
their blackness. ‘ There is,’ 
horizontal line, which is the blackest of 
them, and three vertical lines of about equal 
blackness.’. 

* He was told that the field of view was to 
be made gradually lighter by turnitig on a 
flame behind, and he was to tell how the 
lines behaved. As the gas was slowly turned 
on he described various changes in the lines. 
Finally he said he saw a slant line he had 
not imagined before. It appeared just about 
as black as the horizontal line, and blacker 
than any of the others. 
periment was ended. 

“The slant line was a real line. This he 
did not know, and still does not know.”
